\T would nor be h<li-ved (at leaſt great paines heye been ta. | 
ken that it mi2ht nyt) tharthepretended Ordinance of the | 
al RE Milt, (the tirft terptthat ever was to make'a Law by | 
| 5 Ordinance wkhoys Our cot:fen) orthe keeping Vs our of 
| Hull, and taking Our Armes and Municion from Us, 
could any way concerne the Intereft, property, or Liberty of the Sub- 
je&. and it was confeſſed by that deſperate Declaration ic ſelfe of the 26. | 
of HMayhatif they were tount guilty of that charge of deſtraying the | 
Title and Intereſt of . Qur Subjc as to their Lands and goods, it wen 

indecd a very great crime. But it r-as a ſtrangefatall Lethargy which 
had ſciſcd Our good people, and kept them from deſcerning, that rhe 

Nobility, Gentry, Commonalry of England, were not onely ſtripped 
of their preheminences and Priviledges,but of their Libertics andeſtates, 
when Our juſt Rights were denied Vs, andthat no SubjeR could from, 
thenceforth expeRto dwell at home, when wee were driven from Olr | 
Houſes and Our Towns, It was not poſſible,that a Commiſſion could be, 
granted ro the Earle of Eſſex, toraifean Army againſt, Js, and for ts; 
faf.ty of Our perſon, and preſervation of the peace of the Kingdom, 
ro purſue, - kill and ſlay' Vs and all who wifhwellts Us, Þut that in!| 
ſhorttime inferior Commanders, by the fatne Authority would requit; 
Our good Subjedts forthe main:cnznce af the property ot; the Subjeb, 
ro ſupply"them with ſuch ſures of money as they thiake fir, upd 
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of Sir Edward Bayntons warrant runnes againſt Our poore SubjeQts in 
Wiltſhire) and by ſuch rules of unlimited Arbitrary power, asare incon- 


ſiſtent with the leaſt pretence or ſhadow of that Property it would ſeem 


to defend. ; 
It there could be yet any underſtanding {o unskilfulland Supine to 


belieye, That thele Diſturbers of the publike peace do intend any thing 
bur a generall contuſion, they have broughtthem a ſad Argument to 


!their owne doorecs to conyince them; after this Otdinance and Decla- 


ration, 'tis rot in any ſober mans power to believe l1imfelfe worth any 
thing, or that there is ſuch a thing as Lay, Liberty, property left in Eng- 
land, under the juriſdiftion of theſe men, and the ſame powerthat robs 
them now of the Twentieth part of their eſtates, hath by that but made 
a claime and entitled it ſelte tothe other Ninteene, when it ſhall bee 
thought fit to haſten the generall ruine. Sure, if the minds of all mens 
be nor ſtubbornly prepared for ſervitude, they will looke on this Ordi- 
nanceas thegreateſt Prodigy of Arbitrary power and tyranny, that any 
Age hath brought torth inany kingdom,other grieyances (and thegreat- 
eſt) haye bin corccived intolerable, rather by the Logique and Conſe. 
quence, then by the Preſlure ir ſelfe, this at onee ſweeps away all, that 
thewiſdOme and juſtice of Parliaments have provided for them. ls their 
property in their cſtates{ſocarcfully looked to by their Anceſtors, and 
to amply cſtabliſhed by Vs againſt any poſhbility of Invaſionfrom the 
Crowne) which makes the meaneſt SubjeR as much a Lord of his own 
as the greateſt Pecre, to bevalued or conftdaed £ here is a twentieth 
part of every mans cſtate (or ſo much more as toure menwill pleaſe to 
call tne Twentieth part) taken away at once, and yer a power left to take 
atwentieth (ti]] of that wi:ich remaines, and this to bee leavied by ſuch 
circumſtances of ſeverity, as no Act of Parliament ever conſented to. 
Is their liberty which diſtinguiſhes SubjeRs from ſlaves, and in which 
this free. borne Nation hath the Advantage of all Chriſtendome, deare 
tothem 2? they thill nor only bce imprilon'd in {uch places of this king- | 
dome, (a iatitude of judgement no Court can challenge to it ſelfe in any | 
Caſes) but for ſolong time asthe Committee of the Houſe of Com- | 
mons tor examination ſhall appoint and order ; the Honſe of Commons , 
it {cle having never afſumied, or inthe leaſt degree pretended to a pow®.. 

- + itn no more Authority randmitiifter an oath (the / 
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o fy way to ciſcover and find outthetruth of fats) to, then to cut off 
the hs ds of aay of Our Subjects ; and this Committee being ſo far from 
being 2pn cotthe Parliament, that it is deftrudive to the whole, by uſure 
Ping ww 1 (elte all the power of King, Lords, and Commons. All who 
know ::ny thiag of Parliaments kaow that a Commirtce gf cither Houſe 
0:1-!-: 20t by the Law to publiſhtheir own Reſultes, neither are their 
ſions of any force without the Confirmation of the Houſe, which 
4c fame power of controling them, asit the matter had never bin 
4:1.:.::1; but that any Commitcc hould bee fo contracted (as this of 
-.-:1iaation, a ſtyleno Committee ever bore before this Parliament) 
1: ©; exclude the Members of the Houſe, whoare equally truſted by 
-11; Country, from being preſent at the Counſells, is ſo monſtrous to 
*:- priviledges of Patliament, that ir is no more in the power of any 
::.z11 to giveup that freedome, then of himſelfe to order, that from that 
$4:212 the place for which he ſerves, ſhall never more ſend a Knight or 
Bu:gcfletothe Parſiament,and intruth is no lefle then to alter the whole 
frame of government, to pull up Parliaments by the rootes,and to com- 
mit the Lives, Libertics and Eſtates of all che people of England, tothe 
Arbicrary power of a few unqualified perſons, who ſhall diſpoſe there- 
of according totheir diſcretion, without account toany rule or Autheri- 

tte wh:itſoever. 

Arc their friends, their Wives, and Chilcren (the greateſt bleſſings 
of peace and the comforts of Life) pictious tothem ? wouldeventheir 
perury and impriſonment be lefſe grievous by thoſe cordials ? they ſhall 
be deverc:d fromthem, baniſhed, and ſhall no longer remaine within 
the Cities of London and Weſtmiuſter, the Suburbes and the Coun- 
tics adjacent, and how farre thoſe adjacent Counties ſhall extend no man 
knows. 

Is there any thing now left to enjoy, but the Liberty to Rebell,and 
deſtioy one another ? are the outward bleſſing only of peace, property, 
and libe:iy, taken,and forced from Our Subjects ? are their Conlcien- 
ces free 22d unaflaulced by the violence of theſe fire-brands 2 Sure the 
liberty an4 freedom of Conſcience cannot ſuffer by theſe men: Alaſſe! 
all cheſe puniſhments are impoſed upon them becauſe they will not 
\abmit to Actions contrary to their natnrall loyalty, to their Oathes of 
Allegiance and ſupremacy, and totheir late valune--rs =o Moe 
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which obliges them to thecare of Our perſun and Our juſt Rights. 

How many perſons of Honour, Quality, and Reputation of the ſe- 

yerall Counties of _—_— arenow [mpriſoned, wirhourt any objecti- 

on againſt them, bur ſuſpicion of their loyalty * How many of the 

i graveſtand moſt ſubſtantiall Citizens of London,by whom the govern. 
ment and diſcipline of that City was preſerved, arediſgraced, robbed, 

and impriſoned, without any proceſſe of Law, or colour of accuſati- 
on, but of obedience tothe Law and Government of the Kingdome 2. 
whilſt Anabapriſts and Browniſts with the afſiſtance of vitiousard de- 
baſhed perſons, of deſperate Fortunes take upon them to breake up and 
ride houſes, as puhlike and avowed Miniſters of a n:w invented Autho- 
rity ; How many godly, pious, and painefull Divines , whoſe lives 
and learning hath inade them of Revercndeſtimation, are now flan- 
der'd with inclination topopery, diſcountenancedyand impriſoned, for 
diſcharging rheir Conſcicnces in inſtruRing the people in the Chriſtian 
| duty of Religion and Obedience, whilſt Schiſmaticall, Illiterate, and 
{candalous Preachzrs, fall the Pulpirs and Churches, with Blaſphemy, 
Ireverence, and Treaſon, and incite their Auditory tonothing but 
Murther and Rebellion ; We paſle over the valgar charm, by w*b they 

have captivated ſuch who have beene contented to diſpence with their 
Conſciences for the preſeryation of their eſtares, and by which they 
perſwade men cheerefully to part with this ewentieth part of their E- 

ſtate to the good worke in hand, for who. ever will give what hee hath 

may ſcape robbing ; They ſhall be repaid upon the publike faith ,as all othey 
Montes lent apon the Propoſitions of both Houſes ; It may bee fo, bur mer 

_ bee condemned toa ſtrange unthrifrinefſe who will lead upon ſucl 

ccurity.. 

The publicke Faith indecd is as great an earneſt as the State can give. 

and engages the Honour, Reputation and honeſty of rhe Nation. and i 

the Aof the Kingdome, *tis the ſceurity of the King , the Lords ani 
Commons, which can never need an Executor, can never dye, ncver b 

| Bankrupt, and therefore we willingly confenteeto it for indemnity © 
; Our good Subjects of Scotland, (who we hope will not think the worl 
| of it, for being ſo often and ſo cheaply mentioned iince, ) But that 
x Vote of one or both Houſes ſhould be an engagement upon the publick 
Cammniknin nn cemnolibla aecbarihe Committee gtthe. Houſe of Commor 
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or Examinations, ſhould be the High Court of Parliament, 
And what is or can be ſaid with the leaſt ſhadow of reaſon to juſtifie 
theſe extravagances? We have not latcly heard of the oId fundamentall 
Lawes which uſedto warrant the Innovations, this needs a Refuge even 
below thoſe foundations: They will ſay they cannot manage their great 
1ndertakings without ſuch extraordinary wayes; Wethink ſo too, bur 
that proves only they haveundertake! ſomewhat they ought nor to nn. 
dertake, not that it is lawſull for them to do any thing that is convenient 
for thoſe ends: We remembred them long ago, ind we cannot do it too 
often, of that excellent Speech of Mr Pyms. The Law is hat which puts 8 
difference betwixt good and evill, betwixt juft and unjuſt, if you take away the 
Law, all things will fall into aconfuſion, every man will become a Law unto 
himſelf, which is the depraved condition of humane nature nuft needs produce 
many great enormities, Luſt will become a Law, and envy will becoue 4 Law, 
Coveteouſnefie and Ambition will become Lawes , and what Diftates , what 
Deciſons ſuch Lawes will prodnce may eaſily be diſcerned. It may indeed by 
the ſad inſtances over the whole Kingdome; But will Poſteritic beleeve, 
that inthe ſame Parliament this Doctrine wis avowed with that Accla- 
mation, and theſe inſtances after produced; That in the ſame Parliament 
uch care was taken tht no man fhould be committed in what caſe 
oever, without thc cauſe of his Impriſonmeurt expreſſed , and that all 
nen ſhould be immediatly bayledinall Caſcs bayleable, and'during the 
ame Parliament that Alderman Penxireton , or indeed any body elſe, 
Zut the {worn Miniſters of Juſtice, ſhould impriſon whom they would, 
ind for what thy would, and foras long time as they would; That the 
King thould be reproached with breach of Privilcdge tor accuſing Sir 
ohn Hotham of high treaſon, when with force of Armcs he kept him out 
> Hull, and deſpil:d him to his face, becauſe innocaſe a Member of 
2ther Houſe mijzht be cormminted or accuicd without leave of that 
Houſe, of whicl: h: is a M:mber , and yct that during the ſame*Parlia- 
nenr, the ſame Alderman ſhovld commit the Earle of 21/4dleſi/x(a Peer 
df the Realmc) a:M the Lord Buckhurft (a Member of the Houſe of 
£ommons) tothe Counter withour reprehenſion, that to be a Tiaitour 
which is defined and every man underſtands ) ſhould bc no crime , and 
o be called Malignant (which no. body knowes the meaning of) ſhould 
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that whoſoever ſhould preſumeto take tunnage and poundage withone 
.an A of Parliament, ſhould incurre the penalty of a Premunire,and the 


fame Parliament, that the ſame impoſition ſhould be laid upon our Sub- 
jeds, and taken by an order of both Houſes , without and againſt our 
Conſent. Laſtly, thatthe ſame Parliament, a Law ſhould be made to 
declare the proceedings and judgement upon Ship-money to be :Hegall 
and yoyd, and during that Parliament, that an order of both Houſes 
ſhall, upon pretence of neceſſity, inable foure men to take away the 
twentieth parc of their Eſtates from all their N cighbours, according to 
their diſcretion. 

' Butourgood Subjects will n» longer look upon theſe and the like 
reſults, as upon the Counſells and concluſions of both our Houſes of 
Parliamenr, (though all the world knows even that Authority can never 
juſtific things unwarrancable by the Law) they well know how few of 
the Perſons truſted by them are preſent attheir conſultations, of above 


| $00, not 80. andof the Houſe of Peers, nor a fifth part, that they 


who are preſent enjoy not rhe Priviledge and Freedome of Parliament, 
bur are beficged by an Army , and awed by the ſame tamults, which 
drayeus and their tellow M-mbers from thence, to conſent to whar 
ſome few ſedirions, Schilmaticall Perfons among(t them do propoſe; 
Theſe arc the men, who joyning with the Anabapriſts and Browniſts of 
Londen, firſt changed the Government and Diſcipline of that City, and 
now by the pride and power of tht City would undo the Kingdome, 
whilſt their Lord Major(a. Perſon acculed and known to be guilty of 
high Treaſon) by anew Legiſlative power of his o:vn, ſuppreſſes and 
reviles the Book of Common-prayer,, robbes and impriſons whom he 
thinks-fir,and with the:rabble of his Faction gives Lawes to both Houſes 
of Parliament, and telts them they will have no Accom:nodation,whil'f 
the Members ſent and entruſted by their Countryes are expelled the 
Houſe, or committed for refuſing torake the Oath of Aſſoci ti01, to 
live and dye with the Earle of Effex,as very lately Sir Sidvy _Mountqgue. 
Theſe are the men who bave preſumed to fend Ambaſſadors, and to 


| enter into treatyes with forraigne States intheir own behaltes, having at 


thistime an Agent of their own-with the States of Holand, to negotiate 
farthem opon privare inftru&ions. Thete arc the men, whonotthinking 
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timeihvite and ſollicice our SubjeQts of Scotlen@twurnter this Land*'whl | 
an Army againſt us. In a word theſe are the men who have made this laſt 
deyouring ordinance to take away all Law, Liberty, and property from! 
or people, and have by it really aftedthat upon our!people,which with | 
infinite malice, and nocolour or ground, was laboured to be infuſed into | 
them to have been our Intention by the Commiſſion of Array. 
We have done; what power and Authority theſe men have, or will | 
have, we know not, for our ſelf w* challenge none fuch 3 We look upon | 
the preſiuFes and iaconvenienccs uu:r good Subjets beare, even by us 
and our Army, ( whichthe Army firſt raiſed by them enforced us to 
leavy in our defence, and their r<tuſall of all offers and delires of Treaty 
enforccthus to keep) with very much ſadneſſe of heart; We are {0 farre 
fcom requiringa twentieth part of their Eſtates ( though for their own 
viſible preſervation) that as we have alrcady ſold or pawned aur own 
Jewells, and coyned our own Plate, (0 we are willingto ſell all our own 
Land; and Houſes for their relicfe; yet we do not doubt bur out good 
Subjeds will ſeriouſly conſider our Condition and their own Duties,. | 
and think our regdineſſe to proteRtthem with the utmoſt hazard of our | 
| life, deſerves their readinefle to aſſiſt us withiſome parrt of their fortunes, 
and whil'ſt other men give a twentieth part of their Eftates , ro enable. ' 
them toforfeite the other nineteene, that they will extend themſelvests 
us in a liberall and free proportien for the picſervation of the reft , and 
* forthe maintenance of Gods truc Religion, the Lawes of the Land, the | 
Liberty ofthe SubjeQ, and the ſafety and very being of Parliaments, 
and this Kingdome:for if all theſe ever were, or can be in manifeſt dan. 
ger, 'tis now in this preſent Rebellion againſt us. | 
Laſtly, We will andrequireall our _ SubjeAs of what degree or 
* quality ſocyer, asthey will anſwer itro God, ro us, and to poſterity, by 
their oathes of Allegeance and Supremacy,as they would not be looked 
© pp0nnew, and reracmbred hercafter, as Betrayers ofthe Lawes and Li-. 
| betty they were borne to, that they in no degree ſubmitt to this wilde- 
- pretended ordinance, and that they preſume not togive aty cacourage- 
* mentOraſliſtincetothe Army now in Rebellion againſt us , whiche if. . 
| notwithſtanding they ſhall do, they muſt cxpe@ from js the ſeverghÞ 
| punillunent the Law can iafliQ , anda perpetuall Infamy with allge 
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
